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Workmen's compensation claims 
filed for 30 ex-J-M employes

The largest single filing of claims ever 
at the Workmen’s Compensation Appeals 
Board in Santa Barbara was scheduled to 
take place this morning. 
Oakland Attorney Steven Kazan in a 
phone interview said he would file 30 
compensation claims on behalf of former 
Johns-Manville employes and employe 
survivors at about 11 a.m. 
Fifteen of the claims will be on behalf 
of wives and sons and daughters of men 
who worked at J-M and died of diseases 
they contracted while working in the 
Lompoc plant. 
The diseases, according to the lawyer, 
were caused by exposure to asbestos and. 
diatomaceous earth, both of which are 


processed by J-M. 
The remainder of the cases pertain to 
former workers who suffer physical dis­ 
abilities because of their exposure. 
Kazan estimated that the court could 
award survivors anywhere from $25,000 
to $45,000 in compensation while the dis­ 
abled could receive “ anything.” 
This morning Judge Charles Sorrow 
said the Workmen’s Compensation Ap­ 
peal’s Board in Santa Barbara — under 
the Department of Industrial Relation’s 
Division of Industrial Accidents — has 
never had such a large single claims fil­ 
ing. 
If the customary medical preparation 
work in “ lung cases” has not already 
been done by the plaintiff and defendant, 
the cases will not be heard for two or 


three months. If a declaration of 
readiness is included with each claim, 
they will start to be heard in a month, 
said Judge Sorrow. 
Most likely all the cases will be heard 
in Santa Maria with appeals board 
judges Sorrow, Ralph Fisher and John 
Granger each hearing cases. 
Judge Sorrow said that over the years 
the appeals board has heard “ hundreds” 
of claims against J-M, many of them on 
worker’s exposure to diatomaceous 
earth. Of late, however, asbestos ex­ 
posure cases have begun to be filed. 
It is Kazan’s contention that J-M con­ 
spired for years to withhold informing 
workers that they were developing 
industrial-related dieases while allowing 
them to continue working in the plant 


and practiced retiring workers before 
they were eligible to receive retirement 
pay and did not tell them they were eligi­ 
ble to receive workmen’s compensation 
benefits because of the condition of their 
lungs. 
Many workers died unknowingly of 
industrial-related diseases, claims the 
attorney. 


He said that late this year he will file 
many million-dollar lawsuits on behalf of 
retired workers and survivors of 
workers against J-M., charging fraud 
and conspiracy, in a California Superior 
Court. 


About 200 claims a month are filed at 
the appeals board in Santa Barbara, 
reported Judge Sorrow.

The new edition of the 
directory has a picture of a scene at Gaviota on the cover 
and contains nearly 1,500 more names than its predecessor 
Thousands of leftists 
attack Christian town 
BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - Thou­ 
sands of leftist and Palestinian troops at­ 
tacked the Christian town of Chekka to­ 
day to avenge the 15-day siege of a 
Palestinian refugee camp. Action on all 
fronts save Lebanon the bloodiest 
fighting of the 15-montb-okl war and 
destroyed the latest Arab League peace 
efforts. 
Casualties were estimated at more 
than 260 dead and 500 wounded — the 
worst one day total since April, 1975. 
Fighting was reported at Chekka, at 
the Palestinian refugee camp of Tal 
Zaatar. in the Christian town of Zghorta, 
and along the 35-mile confrontation line 
in Beirut. 
The leftist-Palestinian forces moved 
against Chekka, 10 miles south of the 
northern port of Tripoli, after the Chris­ 
tians launched another offensive to close 
a 400-yard gap in their circle around Tal 
Zaatar. 
Heavy fighting around the camp in 
southeast Beirut blocked the second at­ 
tempt by the Red Cross in two days to 
send a convoy into the camp to evacuate 
hundreds of wounded who have been 
without water and medical supplies for 
days. 
Heeding leftist leader Kamal Jumblat- 
t’s call for a “ popular war” to avenge 
the siege, the leftist-Palestinian force at­ 
tacked Chekka and claimed the capture' 
of four villages. 


Rightists, however, said the attackers 
were beaten pack during the night. 
The reports of fighting in Chekka 
prompted Christians to walk out of a 
meeting between them and Palestinian 
and Syrian representatives called by 
League Secretary General Mahmoud 
Riad at Sofar southeast of Beirut. 
The right-wing radio also said that in 
retaliation for the attack on Chekka, 
Christian forces stormed and captured 
the Koura district “ capital” of Amion 
and raised the Lebanese flag on the town 
hall of the mainly Greek Orthodox town 
with strong leftist leanings 
The leftist radio said Amion came un­ 
der heavy artillery shelling Monday 
night and that fierce fighting was con­ 
tinuing after leftist forces “ foiled all at­ 
tacks on the town.“ 
Libyan mediator, Premier Abdel 
Salam Jalloud, returned to Beirut unex­ 
pectedly late Monday night to try to 
renew — without much hope of success-— 
the Libyan peace initiative that 
collapsed last week with the Christian 
capture of the Jisr al Pasha camp and 
the siege on neighboring Tal Zaatar. 
Despite 15 days of heavy fighting, the 
Christians have not managed to enter the 
inner perimeters of the 75-acre camp as 
they had claimed, although they have 
secured all of the surrounding residential 
and industrial area previously held by 
the Palestinians. 
Traffic toll below forecast 
United Press International 
The Bicentennial Fourth of July holi­ 
day weekend came up short in a 
welcome way. The traffic toll on the 
nation’s highways was under safety ex­ 
perts’ preholiday expectations. 
A final United Press International 
count today showed that 523 persons died 
in traffic accidents during the three-day 
holiday. The National Safety Council had 
estimated the toll would be at least 530 
and might run as high as 630. 
One explanation for the toll failing to 
match estimates was that Americans 
w ere so busy c e le b ra tin g the 
Independence Day holiday in their own 
way that they did not throng onto the 
highwys in numbers expected 
The UPI count showed this breakdown 
of accidental deaths between 6 p.m. local 
time Friday and midnight Monday: traf­ 
fic. 523; drowning, 144; planes, 15; total

Texas led in traffic deaths with 49. 
California counted 40, Ohio 24, Florida, 
Illinois and New York 22 each. Georgia 
19. and Arkansas and Pennsylvania 17 
apiece 


No traffic fatalities were reported in 
Alaska. North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Vermont. 


In the worst traffic accident reported 
during the weekend, 11 persons jammed 
into an automobile drowned in a Mon­ 
tana Lake. 


The car. filled with members of a 
Browning, Mont,, family returning from 
an Indian powwow, plunged Lorn a 
highway on an Indian reservation Sunday 
night. Survivors said a faulty steering 
wheel was to blame. 


Israel eyes 
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death for 
guerrillas 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - The Israeli 
government is expected to look into the 
possibility of death sentences for con­ 
victed guerrillas in the wake of its stunn­ 
ing blow against hijackers in Uganda. 
Political sources said today Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin wants his 
cabinet to review the government’s 
policy of never executing a Palestinian 
guerrilla. 
They said Rabin told a closed meeting 
of the ruling coalition Monday night that 
a life sentence for a guerrilla convicted 
of m urder was “ an opening for 
blackmail.” 
Israel has two laws that permit the 
death penalty — the still valid former 
British colonial government’s 1945 an­ 
ti terrorism statute and a 1961 measure 
on Nazi crimes against humanity. In 
Israel’s only execution, Nazi Gen. Adolf 
Eichmann was hanged in 1962. 
Israeli military courts have sentenced 
three Palestinians to death for murder, 
the latest last month, but the military j 
command commuted all the sentences to 
life in prison. 
In an effort to explain the raid against 
Uganda’s Entebbe airport, the Israeli 
government individually has briefed all 
foreign ambassadors. 
Israeli officials said the government 
been willing to negotiate an ex­ 
change of prisoners, but resorted to a 
commando raid to free 104 hostages 
when the hijackers demanded unaccep­ 
table terms. 
They said Israel would have been will­ 
ing to go along with an exchange if it had 
taken place in a neutral country, but the 
hijackers insisted on the exchange oc­ 
curring in Uganda

Upon their arrival they dis­ 
covered neighbors attempting to wrest a 
knife from the hand of Lucas. After a 
struggle, officers disarmed and subdued 
Lucas. 
Nogle. officers said, was stabbed about 
the face and chest and his sister, Bar­ 
bara. 44. of Lompoc, sustained minor 
knife wounds. She was taken to Santa 
Ynez Valley Hospital where she 
remained under observation this morn­ 
ing. 
Lucas was booked in the Santa Bar­ 
bara County jail pending further in­ 
vestigation.

Representatives of the local chapter of 
the California School Employes Associa­ 
tion, (CSEA), have met once with the 
school board’s representative and will 
meet again Every day the final agree­ 
ment is delayed, however, classified 
employes lose the raises they could get if 
they agreed to accept the four per cent 
that has already been offered manage­ 
ment and administrative personnel.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court ruled today criminal defendants 
have no constitutional right to appeal 
their state court convictions to federal 
tribunals on grounds police illegally 
seized evdence used against them. 
The decision — which curbs an impor­ 
tant right afforded the accused under 
Chief Justice Earl Warren — was the 
major ruling in the court’s last day of ac­ 
tivity before adjourning for the summer. 
Following up on its decisions last Fri­ 
day upholding some death penalty laws 
and striking down others, the justices 
ruled Oklahoma’s death penalty law un­ 
constitutional and vacated the death 
sentences for six Oklahomans who had 
appealed to the high court. 
The court also agreed to consider ad­ 
ditional abortion issues next term by 
granting hearings to St. Louis, Connec­ 
ticut and Pennsylvania officials forced 
by lower courts to make abortions 
available in public hoapttate to women 
who cannot afford to pay for them. 
The illegal search case involved ap­ 
peals by state officials in California and 
Nebraska of lower federal cowl rulings 
ordering new tritis for two men con­ 
victed of murder. 
David L. Rice, an Omaha Black 
Panther leader, was convicted in a 
Nebraska state court for the bomb slay­ 
ing of a city policeman. Lloyd Charles 
Price was convicted in California for the 
robbery-murder of the wife of a San Ber- 
nadino liquor store owner. 
Both men claimed evidence used 
against them was seized illegally by 
police and should not have been used at 
their trials. They appealed their convic-

Marshall 
stricken 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Jus­ 
tice Thurgood Marshall was ad­ 
mitted to Bethesda Naval Hospital 
Saturday for observation after ex­ 
periencing “ a mild heart distur­ 
bance,” the Supreme Court an­ 
nounced today. 
He was described as resting 
comfortably. 
The court press office was asked 
about the whereabouts of the 66- 
year-old justice when he did not 
appear on the bench for the court’s 
final session today. He celebrated 
his birthday July 2. 
The court announcement said: 
“ Mr. Justice Marshall was ad­ 
mitted to the Bethesda Naval 
Hospital Saturday for observa­ 
tion. rest and a check up after he 
experienced a mild heart distur­ 
bance He is resting comfortably.” 


rule” ever since. 
Justice Lewis F. Powell, writing for 
the court majority today, declined to go 
so far. But the court did hold that state 
courts are able to rule on what evidence 
is admissible at a trial without being sub­ 
ject to further review in federal courts. 
Powell said permitting federal review 
of state convictions on Fourth Amend 
ment illegal search and seizure grounds 
“ deflects the truthfinding process and 
often frees the guilty“ because 
otherwise reliable evidence is excluded 
on technical grounds. 
“ Thus, although the rule is thought to 
deter unlawful police activity in part 
through the nurturing of respect for 
Fourth Amendment values,” Powell 
said, “ if applied indiscriminately, it may 
well have the opposite effect of generat­ 
ing disrespect for the law and the ad­ 
ministration of justice.” 
If state procedures afford the defen­ 
dant a chance to fully present his illegal 
search claims, Powell said, there is no 
need for federal court intervention. 
The decision was one of several involv­ 
ing search and seizure. In others, the 
justices: 


- Upheld the constitutionality of per­ 
manent check points near the Mexican 
border in which drivers are randomly 
halted and questioned by the Border 
Patrol to find illegal aliens 


— Ruled the Fourth Amendment is not 
violated when evidence seized illegally 
by state police in a criminal case is used 
by the Internal Revenue Service to 
collect back taxes due from illegal 
gambling 
Ford aides say he'll 
veto public works bill 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) - A d­ 
ministration sources said today Presi­ 
dent Ford will veto a $3 95 billion public 
works bill that Democratic congres­ 
sional sponsors said would create or 
preserve 350,000 jobs. 
Except for the amount of money in­ 
volved, the measure was almost iden­ 
tical to a $6 2 billion bill vetoed by Ford 
in February on grounds that it would In­ 
crease inflation and fail to provide 
lasting jobs. 
Sources told UPI that Ford would veto 
the measure later in the day. 
The scale-down version passed the 
House by a vote of 328 to 83 and the 
Senate by a 69-25 vote — margins big 
enough to reverse a Ford veto — and 
even some Republicans urged the Presi­ 
dent to approve the new bill Assistant 
Senate GOP Leader Robert Griffin of 
Michigan said he advised Ford to sign it 
and “ if he does not, I will vote to 
override the veto.” 


The bills major provision would give 
state and local governments $2 billion in 
federal aid for public works projects 
which could begin in 90 days ami which 
would be designed mainly to create jobs 
in the construction industry 
The bill also would provide for $1.25 
billion in aid to state and local govern­ 
ments hard hit by the recession to help 
them avoid laying off workers. This sec­ 
tion was revised somewhat from last 
waiter’s legislation to spread the money 
around more evenly rather than focus for 
the most part on high unemployment 
areas. 
Finally, the Mil carried $700 million 
for water treatment plants in 33 stater 
that claimed they were short-changed in 
earlier allocation of antipollution funds. 
Ford has until midnight Wednesday to 
act on the bill, one of the main pieces of 
legislation hacked by congressional 
Democrats to deal with the unemploy­ 
ment problem.

PALMA DE MALLORCA, Spain (UPI) 
— A 20-year-old Libyan man hijacked a 
Libyan domestic airliner today, but sur­ 
rendered to Spanish authorities in Palma 
de Mallorca. 
Police said 86 persons aboard the air­ 
liner escaped unharmed and the plane 
returned to Libya about four hours after 
it landed. 
The national news agency Cifra iden­ 
tified the hijacker as Mustafa 
Hasdlumagid, 20. 
There was no indication as to 
Hasdlumagid’s motive The news agency 
Europa Press said it appeared be was 
mentally deranged 
Government sources in Tunis original­ 
ly reported the plane was hijacked by a 
group of dissident Libyans belonging to 
an opposition movement known as 
“ Vigilant Youth.” 
The news agency said the youth com* 


mandeored the Libyan Arabian Airlines 
Boeing 727 five minutes after its takeoff 
on a flight from Tripoli to Benghazi 
It said he forced Ms way into the 
cockpit with two small caliber pistols 
and demanded the plane be flown to 
Tunis 


But officials at the Tunis airport 
blocked the runway and closed the 
facility. 


Algerian officials later refused to 
allow the plane to land at a civilian air­ 
port in Daar-El Beida, 


Reports from Algiers said the plane 
stopped briefly at an Algerian air force 
base for refueling 


The pilot then requested—and 
received—permission fdr a refueling 
stop in Palma de Mallorca, the capital of 
the main Balearic island. 


DA's office will intensify

Statistically there are fewer consumers being ripped off by 
“creative" businessmen and unscrupulous door-to-door salesmen 
in the Lompoc-Santa Maria area than there are in the Santa Bar­ 
bara area. But statistics can be misleading. 
Gil Crabbe, an investigator for the Consumer Business Law Sec­ 
tion of the district attorney’s office in Santa Barbara, said recent­ 
ly. We don’t have that many complaints up there. I don’t know if 
it’s the economy or what, but we don’t have as many per capita.” 
His boss, deputy D A. Jack Otore, believes that “percen­ 
tagewise” the extent of unfair business practices going on in the 
south county is comparable to what is happening in the north 
county, although “95 per cent of the consumer complaints we get 
come from the south county area.” 
Then why the discrepancy in the number of reported consumer , 
complaints? 
“Frankly the problem is we haven’t had service in that area,” 
said Otore who referred to the long standing criticism that the 
county has treated Lompoc and Santa Maria as “foster children.” 
He continued that between himself and his two Investigators — 
Crabbe and Homer Aguilar — they will deliver 50 speeches a year 
in the Santa Barbara area to civic organizations and schools on 
consumer fraud awareness and how to report consumer ripoffs. 
Since the section is so small and Lompoc and Santa Maria are so 
far away, north county consumers have had to consume without 
this important information. Less than 10 speeches are given a 
year, said Otore. 
Later this year, however, residents of the north county will be 
taken care of as If they were blood relatives, because an attorney 
and investigator specializing in consumer fraud are being assigned 
to work out of the deputy DA’s office in Santa Maria, according to 
Otore. 
Part of their job, besides investigating and prosecuting con­ 
sumer fraud cases, will be to inform the public on the subject of 
businessmen, salesmen and landlords who choose to violate 
business laws. 
“That is the desire and the intent,” replied Otore. 
Crabbe reported that, although few Lompoc consumers have 
lodged complaints of being fleeced, “some excellent complaints” 
have been developed into cases here. These include two cases of 
stores short weighing meat and a case of a contractor doing 
business without a license. 
Otore listed the following as examples of types of cases his sec­ 
tion has worked on countywide: 
— A gentleman publishing and selling cookbooks for a non-profit 
organization when in reality he pockets most of the sales money, 
donating a small portion per book to the organization. (False 
advertising.) 
— Car salesmen selling used cars as new and selling rental cars 
as executive vehicles. 
—A grocery store advertising a cut of meat at a very low price. 
Great, but the store never had sufficient quantities to offer the 
public to begin with. 
— A home improvement operator promises a free gift to those 
who answer his ads A promise was all he gave out. 
— A furniture store selling used merchandise as new. 
— Illegal aliens working in restaurants, nurseries and for con­ 
tractors 
— Landlords charging excessive late rent fees — in excess of the 
legal interest rate. 
The Consumer Business Law Section receives about 1,000 com­ 
plaints a year from irate consumers, estimated Otore. Of these, 
400 will be assigned for investigation by the deputy DA. 
Many complaints will be referred to other agencies such as 
Small Claims Court, state Attorney General, Department of Con­ 
sumer Affairs, Federal Trade Commission and the U.S. Post Of­ 
fice. 
If a complaint doesn’t fit into its realm of responsibility, the con­ 
sumer is always referred to an agency that can help, said Crabbe. 
“ Many people think our purpose is to give private legal advice 
and get their money back. This is not true,” the investigator 
remarked. “Our purpose is to stop fraudi^ent practices.” 
He added, "Of course when we can we do attempt to get retribu­ 
tion if the consumer has lost-money Many times fee consumer can 
get retribution faster if he goes through Small Claims Court.” 
Crabbe explained that his section acts on public complaints and 
rarely seeks out a subject to investigate on its own initiative. 
With two investigators and one deputy DA covering the entire 
county with 40 to 200 consumer complaints coming in a month, the 
section is too pressed to go scouting for unfair business practices. 
About the workload, Crabbe commented, “Sometimes we’re ex­ 
tremely busy; sometimes we can handle it. There is no time we 
can get to everything.” 
The load, doubtless, will lighten up with the addition of the new 
attorney and investigator in the north county. •

Jobless insurance 
fund is running low 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Despite a payroll tax increase 
last year, the state Unemploy­ 
ment Insurance Fund is run­ 
ning short of money, according 
to a study. 
High unemployment and an 
expansion of benefits and 
eligibility will leave the fund 
with about $645 million at the 
end of the year — relatively 
weaker than at the end of 1975, 
the study said. 
The actuarial firm of MilU- 
man and Robertson said the 
fund should have a year end 
balance of at least $3 billion to 
withstand recessionary pres­ 
sures without another tax in- 


crease. 
Last year employer contribu­ 
tions to the fund were increased 
by $600 million. 
The study said: “If the fund 
had been maintained at a higher 
level before 1975, the substan­ 
tial increase in employer taxers 
having many negative effects 
might have been postponed un­ 
til after the recessionary 
period.”

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Cosmonauts may 
seek new space 
endurance mark 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union today launched a 
veteran and a rookie cosmonaut 
into space in the first of a series 
of manned flights that experts 
said could wrest the space en­ 
durance record from the United 
States. 
Tass said Commander Boris 
Volynov and Flight Engineer 
Vitâli Zholobov would conduct 
experiments with Salyut 5, a 
new, large space laboratory 
that was sent up 14 days ago. 
Western experts said they ex­ 
pected the cosmonauts, flying a 
Soyuz 21 craft, to dock with and 
enter Salyut, possibly living 
aboard the craft long enough to 
break the American record of 
84 days in space. 
“According to reports by the 
crew and telemetered informa­ 
tion. the ship’s onboard systems 
are functioning normally,” 
Tass said less than two hour 
after the launch. “ The 
cosmonauts have begun carry­ 
ing out the flight program.” 


The Soyuz craft was launched 
from Baikonur in Soviet Central 
Asia. 


Volynov. who orbited the 
earth for three davs in January. 
1969. made clear the flight was 
the first of a series aimed at 
pursuing the Soviet interest 
in 
so p h is tic a t e d space, 
laboratories. 


“Our space flight opens a 
series of manned flights that 
are provided for by the 10th 
five-year pan," he said in a 
preflight interview with Tass. 
“We shall resume experi­ 
ments with orbital stations that 
represent the principal line of 
development in Soviet as­ 
tronautics.” 
The United States has shown 
a greater interest in develop­ 
ment of such craft as reusable 
shuttles. 
The Soviets’ space endurance 
record of 63 days was set last 
year in Salyut 4. predecessor of 
Salyut 5. 
The new space lab is a much 
improved version. 
Two Soviet spacemen said in 
a recent tour of the United 
States the space lab has two 
docking ports and could house 
up to six men. 
Western experts declined to 
rule out the possibility that a se­ 
cond Soyuz carrying another 
crew might also be launched for 
docking with Salyut. 
There was no indication if or 
when the Soyuz 21 would dock 
with Salyut. 
Moscow Radio said the two 
men would “conduct joint ex­ 
periments” with Salyut 5. 
“Systems aboard Soyuz are 
working normally and the men 
began to fulfill their program.” 
Tass said.

Navy expansion paralleling the 
Soviet navy’s shrinkage. He 
said the Navy is “fudging the 
facts ... to cadi in on a bigger 
and better budget.” 
But a Navy spokesman said 
Aspin’s argument was based on 
an assumed increased funding 
level for shipbuilding between 
now and 1980. and the congres­ 
sman is saying the U S Navy 
does not need the added funds 
that will be the basis for the im­ 
provement. 
“ This s e e m s to be a 
fallacious argument,” the 
spokesman said. He said 
A spin’s study mostly compares 
similar systems on both sides, 
not systems that oppose each 
other. 
Aspin. a former Pentagon 


budget analyst, said the Navy 
was citing trends of the 1960s 
when the U.S. fleet shrank 
because of the retiring of ob­ 
solescent ships built during 
World War II 
The Soviet navy, he said, had 
its big shipbuilding program in 
the 1950s and faces the same 
“block obsolescence problem" 
the U.S. Navy faced a few years 
ago 
“As a result, the trends have 
been reversed." Aspin said. 
“The U.S. Navy is now ex­ 
panding once again while the 
Soviet navy is shrinking." 
Aspin said the United States 
outbuilt the Russians hi surface 
ships and nuclear attack sub­ 
marines over the past five 
years and by 1961 will have 
more surface warships than the 
Soviet navy 
“Overall, the study ignores 
the differing missions of the 
U.S. and Soviet navies," the 
Navy spokesman said. “Compe­ 
tent analyses indicate that un­ 
less we devote more effort to 
our own Navy, the upward 
trend of Soviet maritime expan­ 
sion is going to place our pre­ 
sent position in jeopardy within 
the next decade.”

Jimmy Carter’s criteria for a 
running mate are clearer now 
as the almost certain Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate 
wades through his face-to-face 
meetings with men being con­ 
sidered for the job. 
Carter spent the day Monday 
at his Plains, Ga., home with 
Maine Sen.

should have: 
— Personal compatibility. 
— Leaderhip ability. 
— A geopolitical balance to 
his own candidacy. 
— A lack of ‘political conten­ 
tion” with Carter’s programs. 
“A constant consultation be­ 
tween the two leaders would be 
a very important element fan a 
vice presidential relationship 


with me,” the former Georgia 
governor said. 
“I think, as Senator Muskie 
and I discussed this morning, 
it’d be hopefully an ever- 
expanding relagionship without 
any fear of political contention 
or struggling for political 
authority.” 
While Carter looked ahead, 
President Ford and his cam­ 
paign strategists continued to 
map plans for a challenge that 
is very real — one that could 
end in a floor fight with Ronald 
Reagan in the Republicans’ 
Kansas City convention. 
But even with the close fight, 
Ford's only real campaigning 
was scheduled for July 17 in 
Hartford, Conn.. to woo dele­ 
gates attending a state GOP 
convention. 
By UPI’s count Ford has 1,066 
delegates, pledged or leaning, 
to Reagan's 996. with 97 uncom­ 
mitted and 98 still to be chosen 
It takes 1130 to win nomination.

From a survey by UPI of the 13 Republican 
governors attending the conference in Hershey, 
Pa., today, the following picture emerged: 
The governors are still 11-2 in favor of Presi­ 
dent Ford over Ronald Reagan, but some are 
reluctant to pledge unequivocal support to 
whoever is the nominee. 
Gov. Jay S. Hammond of Alaska: A Ford man, 
so strongly that he says about the possibility of a 
Reagan nomination. “I haven’t really thought 
about supporting Reagan. 
Gov. Otis R. Bowen of Indiana. A Ford 
backer, but “I will support whoever comes out 
of the convention.” Bowen and Reagan have 
worked together at national governors’ confer­ 
ences and are cordial to each other. 
Gov. Robert D. Ray of Iowa: Still a strong 
Ford man. He will go with the nominee, whoever 
it is. 
Gov. Robert F. Bennett of Kansas: A whole­ 
hearted backer of Ford now as before, was 
asked if he could support Reagan if he is the 
nominee. “Yes,” he said, without elaboration. 
Gov. William G. Milliken of Michigan: A 
strong backer of Ford’s. He believes “the Presi­ 
dent is going to take it on the first ballot." As for 
supporting Reagan, Miliken said, “I will face 
that issue should it develop — and I don’t think it 
will “ 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond of Missouri: A firm 
supporter of Ford in a state where Reagan has a 
30-16 lead in delegates. Bond told UPI that if 
Reagan is the nominee he will support him as 
vigorously as he does Ford. 
Gov. Meldrim Thomson Jr., of New 
Hampshire: A strong Reagan backer, who is 
imprecise on whether he could go for Ford if the 
President wins the nomination. Gov. James E. 
Holshouser Jr., of North Carolina: A strong 


Ford backer, who managed Ford’s southern 
campaign. He would support Reagan if he wins 
the nomination^ “I intend to support the 
Republican nominee and I expect that to be 
President Ford.” 
Gov. James A. Rhodes of Ohio: Still supports 
Ford. But Rhodes would not comment when UPI 
asked him if he could support Reagan if 
nominated. 
Gov. James B. Edwards of South Carolina: A 
strong Reagan backer, chairman of Reagan's 
campaign in his state. Edwards has said he 
would support Ford if he is the nominee. 
Gov. Mills E. Godwin Jr., of Virginia: "My 
position has not changed. I am supporting Presi­ 
dent Ford for the Republican nomination for 
president, but I could support either the Presi­ 
dent or Governor Reagan as the nominee."

Mrs. Magnuson gave a short orienta­ 
tion of Red Cross from its inception in 
Switzerland in 1859 to its formal adoption 
in this country as the American National 
Red Cross in 1893. 
Incorporated in its charter by 
Congress are two mandatory services 
which each chapter is required to 
provide. These are services for members 
of the armed forces, their families and 
veterans, and services for disaster 
victims, administered by Disaster Ser­ 
vices. The Red Croes is entirely sup­ 
ported by contributions from the 
American people, and its programs 
almost wholly staffed by millions of con­ 
cerned volunteers. 
In Lompoc, Red Cross safety services 
are maintained by frequent classes in 
water safety, life saving and first aid. 
. Graded swim classes at Lompoc 
Municipal Pool are by certified Red 
Cross instructors Water safety instruc­ 
tors can take a refresher course every 
two years. 
All first aid classes, from standard 
through advanced and including cardio­ 
pulmonary-resuscitation are taught by 


certified Red Cross instructors. Am­ 
bulance and fire department employes 
are given this instruction. An eight-hour 
course in multi-media first aid for its 
employes is required by law of industrial 
firms. 
Red Cross nursing and health services 
include health in the home, preparation 
for parenthood, parenting and mother’s 
aide courses. Mrs. Leo Baker, Lompoc 
chairman, is currently conducting a 
course in home nursing for a group at the 
FC1. Six Red Cross volunteers from 
Lompoc plan to attend “Disaster In­ 
stitute” at Claremont August 2-7 when a 
wide choice of disaster courses will be 
given. 
Mrs. Everett Mowery, new chairman 
of volunteers, reported that 21 
volunteers gave 343 hours of service at 
the Lompoc Convalescent Center and 16 
volunteers gave 190 hours at Lompoc 
Hospital in June, not including chairmen 
hours. A potluck picnic at the Mission 
June 30 for all volunteers was very suc­ 
cessful. 
Mrs. Jack Myers, chairman of Service 
to Military Families, reported that 22 
cases had been handled in June. 
Coverage by SMF workers is for seven 
days a week, 24 hours a day. 
Red Cross health, safety, youth service 
and community volunteer programs are 
constantly growing and changing to be 
more responsive to the needs of the 
American people.

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Santa Ynez library first 
branch facility in State

The town of Santa Ynez, 
founded in 1882 as the “new 
town” in the Santa Ynez Valley 
is steeped in h isto ric a l 
significance. 
Embodying today an at­ 
mosphere of the West, it was 
onoe the commercial hub of the 
Santa Ynez Valley. This was the 
era of the stage coach, fine 
hotels, a myriad of saloons, 
shops, drug stores and other 
mercantile facilities. 
On its outskirts, at the Old 
College Ranch along Refugio 
Road, it provided the setting for 
California’s first seminary, “El 
Colegio de Nuestra Señora del 
Refugio,” established in 1844 
first at Old Mission Santa Ines 
and later at the ranch. 
Although the first seminary 
was terminated in 1881, another 
has taken its place. It is San 
Lorenzo Seminary, located but 
a short distance from Santa 
Ynez and situated on a rising 
knoll in the shadow of the San 
R afael M ountain Range. 
Operated by the Irish province 
of the Capuchin Franciscan 
Fathers it came into being in 
1963 and its establishment 
provides a direct link with the 
history of the valley. 
Santa Ynez today is also the 
home of the Santa Ynez Valley 
Historical Society and its exten­ 
sive museum located on 
Sagunto Street. 
Next to the historical society 
facilities is another reminder of 
the past of Santa Ynez and one 
which is as vibrant today as it 
was when it first came into be­ 
ing in 1912. It is the tiny Santa 
Ynez Branch Library. 
The Santa Barbara County 
Library was the first in Califor­ 
nia to organize branches under 
the county library law of 1909 
and Santa Ynez has the added 
distinction of having the first 
branch in the state. 
It’s present location is not the 
original site, however. It was 
situated a little more than a 
block west cm Sagunto west of 
Edison Street next to the pre­ 
sent Red Bam Restaurant. 
In the late 1960’s it was 
learned that the land on which 
the library had been built would 
no longer be available for the 
structure. Members of the 
historical society and others in 
the community joined to 
preserve the building and main­ 
tain the branch by moving it on 
historical society land next to 
the museum 
This was accomplished in 
February of 1972- The building 
was moved in one piece and set 
on a new concrete foundation A 
new wooden porch was con­ 
structed and the interior was 
embellished with new carpeting 
and lighting system. 
A framed, printed inscription 
presented some years ago to 
the late Mrs Edna Craig, who 
served as librarian for more 
than 30 years before her retire­ 
ment in 1961, succinctly tells 
the history of the Santa Ynez 
Branch and the role Mrs. Craig 
played in its operation. 
■Hung on the wood paneled 
wall of the library, the inscrip­ 
tion reads: 
“The Santa Ynez Branch was 
built in 1912 This was the first 
county branch in the state of 
California under the provisions 
of the library law of 1912. The 
materials for this modest struc­ 
ture of 12 by 14 feet were 
purchased from the proceeds 
of a community dance held in 
the College Hotel. Local 
carpenters donated their labor

for the frame structure. Mrs. 
M.J. Lewis served as the first 
librarian of the branch until 
1929 when Mrs. Craig, the pre­ 
sent librarian, took over the 
responsibilities of the branch.’* 
Mrs. Craig, who died in 
January of 1964, was succeeded 
in the library post by Mrs. 
Lange Smith. Taking Mrs. 
Smith’s place later was Mrs. 
William Marchant, who was 
succeeded in June of 1965 by 
Mrs Philip Peterson. In the fall 
of 1967 Mrs. Dorothy Moore 
followed Mrs. Peterson as 
librarian. She held the post until 
September of 1968 when Mrs. 
Katherine Stromme, the pre­ 
sent and seventh librarian as­ 
sumed the position. 
During Mrs. Strom m e’s 
tenure an attractive permanent 
addition has been made to the 
library 
Gracing one of its 
frame walls is an impressive 
watercolor of the exterior of 
the library. Producing a feeling 
of nostalgia, it shows the front 
of the tiny frame structure with 
a pair of children’s bicycles 
parked along the entranceway. 
The watercolor is the work of 
artist Rollin Plckford of 
Fresno Funds for the procure­ 
ment of the art work came via 
voluntary contributions from 
patrons of the branch and resi­ 
dents throghout the com­ 
munity 
With the population of Santa 
Ynez and surrounding area in­ 
creasing. the patron count of 
the Santa Ynez Branch has gone 
up to about 300, Mrs. Stromme 
said 
She noted that the branch 
“has strong support from the 
people ” Frequented by many 
adults, the library she noted has 
special strong appeal for 


members of the younger 
generation. 
The shelves of the library are 
filled with about 2.400 volumes 
and a great many of them, she 
added “ a r e m arv e lo u s 
children's books ” 
Each year Mrs Stromme 
conducts a summer reading 
program for children of the 
area, but she noted that atten­ 
dance was down this year 
because many of the youngsters 
are enrolled in a newly in­ 
augurated summer school at 
the Santa Ynez Elementary 
School 


’’Attendance should pick up 
after the school closes at the 
end of the month,” Mrs. Strom­ 
me declared. 


The library, which is now on a 
summer operation schedule of 
Tuesdays and Thursdays from 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. and Saturdays 
from 10 a.m. to 12 nocn, is also 
a popular tourist attraction. 


Visitors from all parts of the 
country come by car and even 
tour buses to explore the small 
library and learn of its unique 
history.

Madsen’s father gave than 
the name of the family of the 
late sculptor Egon Eriksen who 
created the original statue as 
well as a foundry where it could 
be cast. 
After some transoceanic let­ 
ter writing, the wheels were set 
in motion for the casting of the 
statue. The work was com­ 
pleted and it was air freighted 
to Los Angeles in May and Mrs. 
Bradley said it took from June 
11 to July 1 to retrieve it from 
customs without paying a duty. 
The Bradleys contended that 
the bust of Hans Christian 
Andersne which was placed and 
dedicated recently in the 
Solvang Park arrived in this 
country duty free and they felt 
that the Little Mermaid should, 
too. 
Eventually, Mrs. Bradley 
said, the customs people 
agreed, too.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - San Francisco Bay hasn't dried up 
yet. 
But some Northern California reservoirs are so low boaters call 
ahead to find out if there’s enough water for cruising, and fish ex- 
perts are worried warmed-up reservoir waters will inhibit salmon 
spawning. 
One community is thinking of cooling geyser water and another 
is asking the Navy to dock a water tanker offshore. 
Firefighters battling a blaze near Sacramento in June had to tap 
swimming pools to fill water trucks. One-quarter of a million sub­ 
urban San Francisco residents may be drinking salty water 
because the San Francisco Bay Delta isn’t well flushed out by fresh 
water from upstream. 
California is experiencing the driest year in modem times 
Precipitation is 40 to 85 per cent of normal and, according to the 
Bureau of Reclamation, water flowing into the reservoir system is 
only S3 per cent of normal. Usually, there is 9.S million acre feet of 
water in the system’s reservoirs. This year there is only 5 million. 
A state health official says the state may have to go back to 
World War II era disaster plans and use canneries and dairies to 
bottle water for shipment to drought-stricken areas. The National 
Park Service has a contingency plan for closing almost all state 
parks if the situation worsens 
In some California coastal areas, the faucet has simply gone dry 
State officials estimate demands on the reservoir system will 
meet ail firm contracts except for the Friant-Kem and Madera 
canals service areas where only 70 per cent of priority contracts 
will be met. Other farmers will have to dip deep into their ground 
water wells. 
The state Public Utilities Commission found 74 per cent of home 
water is used in the bathroom so that’s where they are focusing 
their w ater conservation attack. The PUC has ordered 
government-owned utilites to hand out water saving kits with 
plastic bottles or placement in toilet tanks to cut down the amount 
of water in a flush by about 18 per cent. 
Already, many communities restrict or prohibit use of sprinklers 
on lawns, and hosing down driveways, boats or airplanes. 
A California law enacted this year calls for low-fiow toilets in all 
new houses. But the water resources officials want to go further — 
they are recommending only low-water use clothes washers and 
dishwashers be sold in the state and new plumbing fixtures and 
water-using appliances carry ta p indicating how much water they 
use. 
"This is a new type of disaster and government isn’t certain how 
to handle it," said Ms. Joyce Moran, president of the Stinson Beach 
water board district. 
Her community had nine homes without water when a water 
tank went dry for five days. Then, a rented wine tanker truck 
began hauls to refill the storage site. 
Ms Moran, through state officials, has asked the Navy to help 
out by putting a water-filled tanker or even a Landing Ship Tran­ 
sport filled with water tanks offshore. She said she has heard unof­ 
ficially the Navy has indicated the only way it could provide the 
ship is to take one out of mothballs. 
The shift to ground water resources may cause consumers of 
California produce a few cents more on their monthly food bills. 
Bureau of Reclamation officials said one-sixth or one-seventh of 
the farmers on the richest track of California farmland have to 
rely on water from sources other than their usual supply from the 
federal canal system. Farmers may pay 85 an acre foot for reser­ 
voir water but well water costs about 835 an acre foot, according to 
government officials. 
The winter dry spell caused 20 million acres of rangeland to be 
lost to productivity. Agriculture officials put the monetary loss at 
8310 million and 29 counties were declared federal disaster areas. 
California’s dry grain crop was in trouble and the state’s 
ranchers, without the use of cheap pastureland, sold their stock 
early rather than pay for water and grain. 
Now that summer is here and agriculture is in full swing, the 
Bureau of Reclamation says the two biggest water supply 
problems are in Orland, where the water supply is only 15 per cent 
of normal and water is brought from other reservoirs, and on the 
east side of the San Joaquin Valley where reservoir inflow is only 
33 per cent of normal. 
‘‘We’ will make it through this year — and if the rain 
returns to normal next year,people will forget about this dry 
year," said Bureau of Reclamation official Dave Coleman "But if 
next year is dry, it will impose deficiencies on agriculture, 
municipalities and industrial water users, the water quality level 
will drop and the BLM will have to decide what to do about power 
contracts.*’ 
Already, farmers are considering or have actually started to 
switch from high water-using crops such as alfalfa and tomatoes to 
crops which require less water, such as grains. Some San Joaquin 
Valley farmers are allowing their alfalfa acreage to dry up after 
only two or three cuttings instead of the usual seven or eight, which 
in the long run may further hike the cost of hay. 
Then there’s the problem of the dropping water table, resulting 
in salty well water which has to be mixed by the farmer with water 
from other sources before it can be used for irrigation. And of­ 
ficials predict both farmers and residential well water users will 
be faced with a large number of well failures. 
While lands tended by man and man-built water systems may 
make it through the drought, natural vegetation is so badly dried 
out that already California has experienced hot and hard to control 
forest and brush fires. 
"We have fires in any case, but these are harder to control 
because places firefighters ordinarily go to get water don’t have 
water and water has to be carried longer distances to the site of the 
fire," said Charles A. McCullough, chief of the flood control office 
at the state Department of Water Resources. 
In a June blaze in the Shingle Springs area of the Sierra, firemen 
pumped water out of swimming pools to fill tanks. 
In Marin County, where voters in both 1971 and 1973 turned down 
bond issues which would have hooked up the county to a plentiful 
supply of water from the Russian River, efforts are underway to 
recycle waste water for irrigation and other voluntary conserva­ 
tion measures because the Marin Municipal Water District’s larg­ 
est reservoir, the Nicasio reservoir, may be only a muddy pond by 
the end of August

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford’s campaign to 
inoculate every American 
against swine flu may be 
doomed.

"No one need look beyond the 
weariness in this chamber to 
comprehend the long hours we 
have been putting in on the 
Senate floor,” said Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field. 
Congress concentrated on 13 
appropriations bills needed to 
keep government operating. 
Health, defense, education and 
welfare spending bills have tied 


it up for weeks in past years. 
Hard work on the money bills 
also was in response to a new 
budget law requiring appropria­ 
tions measures for the fiscal 
year starting Oct. 1 to be sent to 
the White House by Sept. 13. 
The House, which originates ap­ 
propriation bills, approved 11 of 
the measures totaling $260 
billion and left the legislative 
and District of Columbia bills 
for later.

Sudan president blames Libya 
mercenaries for death attempt 


KHARTOUM. Sudan (UPI) 
— President Jaafar Numeiry, 
blaming Libyan mercenaries 
for last week’s abortive at­ 
tempt to overthrow his military 
regime, says he escaped assas­ 
sination only because he 
returned from Paris an hour 
early. 
Security forces Monday ar­ 
rested form er arm y Capt. 
Bushra Abdullah, identified as 
“ one of the most wanted 
rebels" in the coup. Abdullah 
allegedly took part in another 
foiled putsch in September. 


Numeiry told Egyptian re­ 
porters at an African summit in 
Mauritius the plan “was to as­ 
sassinate me and all per* 
socialities at the airport” when 
he arrived home Friday from 
official visits to France and the 
United States. 


But the burly former soccer 
player said he left Paris an hour 
early and his unscheduled 


arrival in Khartoum threw off 
the plot’s timing and saved his 
life. 
Mercenaries from neighbor­ 
ing Libya, including nationals 
from Ethiopia, Chad, Mali and 
Zanzibar “ plotted and carried 
out” the abortive coup in 
c o l l a b o r a t i o n 
with 
“ tre a ch e ro u s 
c i t iz e n s , “ 
Numeiry said. 


He accused Libyan leader 
Col. 
Moammar Khadafy of 
“piracy" aimed at dominating 
the Arab world and urged the 
U N. Security Council to meet 
to discuss the alleged foreign 
intervention. 


A Libyan spokesman at the 
Organization of African Unity 
conference rejected the char­ 
ges 


(In Lebanon, clashes erupted 
Monday between Libyan and 
Sudanese peacekeeping forces 
at Beirut airport, a right-wing' 
radio said.) 


Numeiry, who himself seized 
power In A frica’s largest 
country in a 1969 military coup, 
told the OAU the Libyans were 
armed with “heavy mortars.an- 
t ia l r c r a f t guns, antitank 
rockets" and heavy trucks, and 
inflicted “ heavy losses on 
civilian».“ 
Sudanese sources put the 
death toll since the dawn attack 
Friday at more than 500. in­ 
cluding 20 persons executed for 
alleged participation in the 
coup attempt. 
Security forces maintained a 
dusk-to-dawn curfew in the 
Sudanese capital and continued 
to ferret out rebel holdouts in 
the battle-scarred city, its sub­ 
urbs and the city of Omdurman 
— all at the junction of the 
White and Blue Niles. 
Charred vehicles littered 
streets and many shops re­ 
mained closed. Pedestrians and 
drivers were subjected to 
security checks. 


BELEM , Brazil (UPI) - 
Police today fanned out in 
dense jungle surrounding the 
Amazon village of Vila Rondon 
H unting 
the 
s u s p e c t e d 
ringleader of a band of settlers 
who ambushed an American 
ranching family, killing two 
sons and wounding the father. 
Police said between 20 and 80 
well-armed men cut down the 
three Americans and killed 
their two Brazilian bodyguards 
Saturday in a climax to a land 
dispute. 
The rancher was identified as 
John Weaver Davis, 55, who 
claimed home addresses in 
Greenwood, Miss., and Mobile, 
Ala. His sonswere John Mallory 
Davis, 32. a doctoral candidate 
at Texas A&M University, and 
Michael Bruce Davis, 20. 
Police said the three were 
shot when they went to check on 
a report that local settlers were 
tearing down a fence in an area 
the family considered part of 
its 300.000-acre ranch in the 
newly opened Amazon jungle 
territory 150 miles south 6f 
Belem. 
Police said the shooting was 
the culmination of a seething 
dispute between Davis, who 
came to Vila Rondon eight 
years ago. and settlers who 
built homes and farms on trhat 
he claimed was his land. 
Local newspaper accounts 
said the feud came to a head 
recently when the Davis family 
erected a barbed wire fence on 
what the Brazilians said was a 
* public road and their only ac­ 
cess to town and schools.

investigation said all the Davis 
men were armed and managed 


to get off some shots before they 
fell, wounding as many as a 
dozen of the ambushers. 
Severino Alves de Lima, local 
farmer and the reported leader 
of the group, was injured in the 
shootout and taken to a local 
hospital. He later escaped and 
police searched the dense 
jungles for him today. 


Parents fly 
to commando 
son's funeral 


ITHACA, N Y. (UPI) - The 
parents of the American-born 
Israeli commando killed during 
a weekend rescue raid on 
Entebbe arport in Uganda flew 
to Israel for their son’s funeral 
today. 
The soldier, 30-year-old Lt. 
Col. Yonathan Netanyahu, was 
the son of the chairman of 
Cornell 
University’s 
Depart­ 
ment of Sanities, Dr. Ben-Zion 
Netanyahu. 


Military authorities in Israel 
said the soldier would be buried 
with full military honors at Mt. 
Herzl Military Cemetery. 


The lightning raid Sunday 
freed more than 100 hostages 
held for a week by pro- 
P a l e s t i n i a n 
t e r r o r i s t s . 
Netanyahu was the only Israeli 
soldier killed in the mission. 


Levin said the Israeli soldier 
was a student at Harvard 
University before deciding to 
make a career of the Israeli 
army. He reportedly fought in 
both the 1967 and 1973 Middle 
East wars. 


ROME (UPI) - A Roman 
Catholic 
anti-Communist 
presided over Italy’s Senate to­ 
day but a Communist lawyer 
chaired 
the Chamber of 
Deputies in the Christian 
Democrats’ first post-election 
compromise to the W est’s 
largest Communist party. 
Both offices carry more 
prestige than political influence 
but Monday’s election of heads 
of the two houses of parliament 
reflected the outcome of the 
June 20-21 national elections. 
Although the Christian Denfb- 
crats remained the strongest 
party, the Communists gained 
heavily enough to secure their 
first leadership of an Italian 
house of parliament in 28 years. 
The Chamber chose Pietro 
Ingrao, a 61-year-old lawyer 
and former director of the Com­ 
munist 
party 
newspaper 
L’Unita, for the presidency 
previously dominated by the 
pro-American Christian Demo­ 
crats. 
The Senate picked former 
Christian Democratic Premier 
Amintore Fanfani, 68. Fanfani 
was Senate president from 1968 
until 1973, when he resigned to 
become party secretary. 
Politicians said the Senate 
post gave the three-tim e 
premier a stepping stone tward 
Ita ly ’s 
presidency 
when 
Giovanni Leone’s term expires 
in 1978. 
Conceding the Chamber 
presidency was the Christian 
Democrats’ First post-election 
compromise with the West’s 
largest Communist party, 
which has been demanding a 


formal role in a new coalition 
government. 
Politicians said the big test of 
the ruling party’s spirit of com­ 
promise would come in negotia­ 
tions later this week on forming 
Italy’s 39th government in 33 
years. 
The Christian D em ocrats 
have insisted they will not allow 
the Communists to participate 
in a coalition cabinet but would 
be willing to consult them on 
major policy issues. 
The Socialists, Italy’s third 


largest party and the key to any 
coalition, have demanded the 
, Communists be included in the 
new government. 
Monday’s election results 
caused no surprise. 12» deci­ 
sion to name a Christian 
Democrat as Senate leader and 
a Communist as Chamber presi­ 
dent was made Saturday when 
the Christian Democrats, Com­ 
munists an the four other major 
non-Fascist parties met in a 
formal policy session for the 
first time in 29 years. 
Death toll from bad 
booze jumps to 118 


' NEW DELHI, India (UPI) 
The weekend death toll from 
methyl alcohol-laced bootleg 
liquor sold in the southern city 
of Madras has jumped to 118, 
officials said today. 
They feared the number of 
deaths may rise considerably 
because many of the 100 prsons 
hospitalized from drinking the 
illicit brew were in critical con­ 
dition. Those who survive may 
be blind, doctors said. 


Police said methyl alcohol 
and other ingredients added to 
the liquor to give it greater kick 
turned the brew into a killer 
drink. 


Authorities launched a house- 
to-house search in the city to 
find out how many persons may 
have died without hospitaliza­ 
tion for fear of police action. 
Among the dead were two 


bootleggers. Police said two 
others who sold the illicit drink 
have been arrested. 
Doctors said symptoms in all 
the cases — blurred vision, 
dilated pupils and gasping for 
breath — indicated methyl 
alcohol poisoning 
Most of the victims were 
laborers in the city’s workers’ 
quarters, police said. 
Hundreds of weeping rela­ 
tives thronged hospital wards 
and the morgue. After several 
post-mortem examinations, 
hospital 
authorities 
discon­ 
tinued autopsies and allowed 
relatives of the victims to take 
away the bodies.

Organization of African 
Unity summit ends in disarray 


PORT 
LOUIS. 
Mauritius 
(UPI) — A four-day summit 
meeting of the Organization of 
African Unity ended today in 
disarray, failing to solve major 
continental problems and fac­ 
ing several new crises. 
Delegates said it was one of 
the most disappointing and 
divisive meetings of heads of 
state in OAU history, attended 
by a record low number of 
seven leaders 
The summit approved more 
than 70 resolutions, but many of 
them sidestepped major prob­ 
lems or were watered-down 
versions of original drafts on 
such issues as South Africa. 
The conference failed to heal 
long-standing and potentially 
dangerous differences between 
Ethiopia and Somalia over the 
future of French Somaliland 
and between rival factions of 
the Rhodesian African National 
Council. 


It sidestepped the issue of 
Western Sahara, where Algeri­ 
an-backed guerrillas have been 
waging a hit-and-run war 
against Morocco and Maurita­ 
nia, which annexed the territo­ 
ry last year. The meetinj 
referred the question to a 
special summit to be convened 
at a place and time to be an­ 
nounced later 


The Israeli raid into Uganda 
and an attempted coup in Sudan 
presented 
the 48-member 
organization with major new 
problems. 
Although Kenya endorsed a 


resolution condemning Israel 
for the attack. Nairobi came 
under cricticism from many 
member states for ts apparent 
cooperation with Tel Aviv. 
Many delegates feared that 
despite public assurances from 
Uganda, the incident could 


provoke a major showdown in 
East Africa. 


President Jaafar Numeiry of 
Sudan made a special trip to the 
closing session to accuse Libya 
of masterminding lari week's 
“ mad and senseless" attempt 
to topple him from power. 
Royal Couple to begin 
tour of eastern U.S. 


PHILADELPHIA 
(UPI) - 
Queen Elizabeth II of England 
and her husband. Prince Philip, 
the Duke of Edinburgh, sailed 
to Philadelphia from Bermuda 
today to begin a crowded seven- 
day visit to the eastern United 
States. 
Philadelphia was hardly pre­ 
pared for the arrival of the 
royal visitors after the week­ 
end’s celebration of America’s 
200th birthday Its main streets 
were still littered with thou­ 
sands of tons of trash — empty 
beer bottles and cans.sandwich 
bags and unending vistas of 
paper dumped in the streets by 
the weekend’s celebrants 


By no means all Philadelphi­ 
ans were aware just who 
today’s visitors were 
Taxi 
driver Jim Porter told this 
reporter he thought the city 
could have done better cleaning 
up to welcome such visitors as 
“King Philip and the Queen of 
England ” 


The royal visitors were due to 
berth at the ocean gateway to 


Philadelphia. Penn’s Landing, 
aboard the royal yacht Bri­ 
tannia at 10 a m. to visit the 
city's most historic spots and to 
dine and wine its most promi­ 
nent citizens and to be dined 
and wined in return. 
Among the Queen’s stops 
were to be the Liberty Bell 
Pavilion and the Penn Mutual 
observation deck, from which 
she could enjoy a breathtaking 
view .of Philadelphia. 
The highlight of her visit was 
to be the presentation in the 
afternoon of a specially cast 
Bicentennial bell she will pre­ 
sent to the city in her only 
speech of the day.

He was the 
second player in the nation picked in the secondary phase of that draft (for 
players previously drafted but unsigned). 
Terms of Stegman’s contract were not revealed.

Killanin fears: 
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Canada could set preceden 


MONTREAL (U P I) — Lord Killanin won’t come 
out flatly and say it, but he is worried if the Inter­ 
national Olympic Committee does not stand its 
ground on the issue of Taiwan the Olympic Games 
could turn into a shambles in Moscow in four years’ 
time. 
Killanin, looking tired and worried, met the 
media Monday, 20 minutes after arriving from 
Dublin with the Irish team. 
The Irish aristocrat said, “ I ’m extremely 
worried. The Cahadian government has violated an 
Olympic principle and if we set a precedent now, it 
could have long-term repercussions, not just in 
Moscow in 1980, but in 1984 and thereafter.” 
Moscow, which already has a poor track record in 
the matter of mixing politics and sports, w ill host 
the 1980 Summer Games. 
At the eye of the storm, with the start of the 
Montreal Games just 11 days distant, is the ques­ 
tion of the participation of the Republic of China. 
Canada is only prepared to issue the necessary 


entry visas if the Taiwanese athletes march in the 
opening parade as “ Taiwan” and leave their 
national flag back in the Olympic Village. 
This is out of the question as far as the Taiwanese 
and the IOC are concerned. 
Killanin said he has received a great deal of cor­ 
respondence since the IOC’s July 1 disclosure of 
Canada's position in respect of Taiwan. 
“ I w ill need two or three days to study the 
correspondence and to hear the views of the IOC 
membership and it’s executive committee before I 
meet with officials of the External Affairs 
Department,” he said. 
Canada’s decision was a result of its recognizing 
the People’s Republic of China in 1970 when it broke 
off diplomatic relations with Taiwan. 
The IOC President, an able negotiator, ducked 
the question of whether the committee would use' 
the ultimate deterrent open to it: Withdrawal of its 
patronage of the games. 
/ 
“ I have no comment to make on that question at 


the moment,” he said, adding “ but I hope Montreal 
has a successful Olympics.” 
In the Canadian Parliament, Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau Monday called upon the IOC to 
compromise on the issue of Taiwan, just as it did in 
1960 when the games were staged at Rome. 
At that time the IOC ordered Taiwan, which then 
marched under the name of Formosa, to march as 
Taiwan 
Killanin said he remembered the decision, “ and I 
recall the team unfurling a banner, which said, 
‘Under Protest,’ when it passed the saluting dais.” 
Saying the Olympics should concern sport, 
Killanin drew a laugh when he added, “ but 
sometimes it’s hard to believe.” 
Next week’s IOC Congress may be faced with 
other political issues. The African countries have 
demanded the exclusion of New Zealand because it 
still maintains sports ties with South Africa and 
Rhodesia, while there is a strong possibility the 
Arab nations may demand the expulsion of Israel.

Cousy still 
pushes for 
perfection

The last loud roar for Bob Cousy has dissolved into the 
lonely thumping of a basketball in an empty gym. 
Cousy, the spectacular playmaker for the Boston Celtics 
from 1950 until his retirement in 1963, is now 47, graying, but 
still looking lean and taut and whippy He still works out 
with a basketball in a gym, particularly in springtime. 
Cousy plays alone a few times a week in Assumption 
College gymnasium which is only about a two-iron shot, he 
says, from his home in Worcester. Mass There is for him 
still that sweet, nostalgic sensation of feeling the leather ball 
in his long fingers; he takes comfort in the sureness of the 
dribble and in the enduring pleasure of his looping shot 
finding its mark with an emphatic snap of net. 
Cousy plays for another reason as well. Each summer he is* 
invited to give basketball clinics at summer camps in the 
New England woods 
“ When I demonstrate how to shoot, I ’d hate to embarrass 
myself by missing,” said Cousy recently, in an office in 
Manhattan where he is commissioner of the professional 
American Soccer League. He wore a short-sleeved shirt, tie 
and Ben Franklin glasses 
“ And I can’t go on my reputation, that’s not enough 
credibility for the kids today. 1 mean, most of them were 
small children when I retired. So they don’t even know what 
a Bob Cousy is ' 
Cousy in gray sweatsuit shoots by himself in the empty 
gym rather than entering pickup games. He says he has no 
interest in setting himself up as a target for yhunger players 
who. as in the old cowboy tradition, want to knock off “ The 
fastest gun in the West.” 
“ A lot of former pros just give up basketball altogether,” 
said Cousy “ They feel that if they can no longer be as good 


as they once were, they don’t want any part of It anymore ” 
The love for the game, the competitive urge and the 
remembrance of things past melded rather sadly for Cousy 
in 1969. He was coach of the then Cincinnati Royals, a young, 
at-Ioose-ends team. Cousy, who still scrimmaged with the 
team, felt he was in shape enough to go6 to 8 minutes in NBA 
competition, to provide some court savvy for his club He 
tried a comeback for seven games. The one that sticks most 
in mind was against the Knicks, who were seeking to break 
the NBA record for most consecutive wins — 18. 
The Royals were slightly ahead with seconds left in the 
game Cousy threw the ball in from out of bounds. It was in­ 
tercepted and the Knicks scored and then won 
In the Assumption College gym Cousy employs a routine 
which lasts about 45 minutes. He’ll shoot for 15 to 20 minutes 
Then he w ill run laps for five minutes. Shoot for another 15 to 
20 minutes. Five minutes more of laps And repeat the 
shooting and finish with another five minutes of running 
Cousy says that he remains a competitor after spending 
most of his life honing the edge of that trait. He loves to golf 
for small bets, and plays fierce tennis In the gym alone, he 
plays ” 21” against himself and the clock. He shoots from the 
top of the keyhole and then must get his rebound to shoot 
again. 
“ I shoot for five minutes to see how much I can score, and 
then I try to better it the next time,” be said. “ I’ve made 30 
hoops in five minutes - which means you can’t miss too 
many. Let one rebound go astray and you’re out of busines- 
s.” The sweat forms quickly on his long, leathery face, with 
high forehead, bushy brows, Gallic nose and gentle brown 
eyes

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The coyote's unsettling taste 
for sheep that do not belong to 
him may be curbed by serving 
up a bad leg of lamb. 
Tim idea is to lace his mutton 
dinner with a chemical that will 
make the coyote's stomach turn 
and cause him to retch. An ex­ 
perience like that will put him 
off a sheep diet far more effec­ 
tively than the gun or the trap. 
That’s the word from re­ 
searchers into taste-a version 
conditioning, a technique pion­ 
eered by Dr. John Garcia, 
behavioral psyhologist at 
UCLA. 
Taste aversion or "Garcian 
conditioning” as a form of 
predator control has raised an 
emotional storm among west­ 
ern stockmen and government 
agents. Those who believe it 
won’t work are adamant But 
actual field tests in Southern 
California’s Antelope Valley 
and on a stretch of rangeland in 
eastern Washington indicate 
that a coyote can be darn dis­ 
criminating about lunching on 
something that might make 
him vomit. 
' 
Coyotes normally feed on just 
about anything Their diet in­ 
cludes ground squirrels, kan­ 
garoo rats, white-footed mice 
and rabbits During lean times 
they've been known to eat 
juniper seeds, the coiled pods of 
the screw bean, gourd seeds 
and even dry grass. 
But once he’s had a taste, the 
coyote soon discovers it is easy 
to pull down sheep, who by their 
silly, trusting nature, almost in­ 
vite slaughter. 
Enter Stuart R Ellms. carry­ 
ing a supply of lithium chloride 
and a huge e m b a im e r’s 
hypodermic needle. 
El tins, assistant professor of 
psychology at California State 
University at San Bernardino 
and a protege of Garcia, recent­ 
ly completed field tests on 
predator control in a 509 square 
mile area of Antelope Valley 
northwest of Los Angeles, 
where an estim ated 40.000 
sheep are put out to graze each 
fall after the hay harvest. 
Working primarily with two 
herds, totaling about 15,000 
dbeep. Ellin and two young as­ 
sistants “salted” abandoned 
sheep carcasses with lithium 
chloride and left them ou the 
range 
The coyotes would consume 
the dead animals But within 15 
minutes the lithium chloride 
began to take effect. 
The scene went something 
like this 
His Ups curled slightly back 
from his teeth, the coyote paces 
nervously His stomach churns 
and he is consumed with an 
overwhelming desire to retch. 
His pupils dilate and he begins 
to vomit. He must lie down. 
Within a few hours the 
sickness wears off and the 
coyote is off hunting again, this 
time more choosy about the 
menu. 
“We know that taste aversion 
works,” Garcia said. "We’ve 
proven it in the laboratory and 
in the field We’ve just com­ 
pleted some studies with 
averting red tail hawks and it 
works for them too.” 
A coyote subjected to taste- 
a version will teach his young to 
avoid sheep, cutting down 
livestock losses still further. 
However, ale rt sheepm en 
should continually reinforce the 
baric notion by injecting every 
member of Iris herd that suc­ 
cumbs to natural or other 
causes and is left on the range, 
ElUns said. 


The experiment was funded 
last fall with 93,400 from Los 
Angeles County. ElUns seeks 
another 94.500 grant to extend 
the experiment this time by en­ 
couraging the sheepm en 
themselves to do the actual 
“baiting” of | 


methods are under considera­ 
tion. 
“We tried it out more or less 
as a pilot program — as an 
altern ativ e to trap p in g ,” 
reported Bob Howell, deputy 
com m issioner in the Los 
Angeles County Agricultural 
Department. “It seemed that 
the sheepmen were happy. We 
want to try it next year.” 
Utilizing a 960,000 grant from 
the Washington State Agricul­ 
tural D epartm ent, Carl R. 
Gustavson, a professor at 
Eastern Washington State Col­ 
lege. conducted the first field 
study. He used “ bait packages” 
covered with sheep hide on the 
3.000 acre Larry Honn ranch 
near Benge. Wash., from July 
1974 to July 1975. 
Initially Gustavson reported 
good success, as high as 60 per 
cent reduction in sheep losses 
But differences of opinion with 
the rancher followed and 
Gustavson left without fully 
completing his data. 
“ We’re not talking to each 
other right now,” he said. 
The state currently has under 
way a foilowup study of Gustav- 


son’s taste-a version concept. 
"Essentially, we’re fooling 
the coyote into believing that 
sheep are toxic,” he said. “Now 
it’s a matter of looking into the 
long term effect.”

School busing 


If someone a few years ago 
had come up with a scheme 
that would have increased 
racial discord in the nation, 
caused disruptions in the 
schools and fomented violence 
in the streets, he would have 
been branded a menace to 
society. 
Weil, they did come up with 
such a scheme. They called it 
busing. The tragedy 
the 
situation is that where busing 
has worked, it has worked 
well, at least in its logistical 
aspects. Where it has not 
worked, as in Boston, it has 
been disastrous. 
Almost entirely forgotten in 
the controversy, however, is 
the question of whether school 
busing to achieve desegrega­ 
tion, workable or not, ac­ 
cepted by a community or not, 
actually results in any 
academic or other benefits for 
minority children. 
Riverside, California, is 
about as far away from Boston 
as it is possible to get. A 10- 
year-long study of the impact 
of voluntary school desegrega­ 
tion in that city of 150,000 
reveals that not only has bus­ 
ing failed to improve the self­ 
esteem of minority children 
but that they “did not gain in

achievement, either absolutely 
or relative to national norms/’ 
Two psychologists, Dr. 
Norman Miller of the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California, 
and Dr. Harold B. Gerard of 
UCLA, stated: “We expected 
to document the successes of 
the whole program: busing to 
achieve ethnic balance in 
school, the rising competence Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
and ambition of minority 
children and their subsequent 
academic rise to equality with 
w h ites. We have been 
profoundly disappointed/* 
Indeed, they discovered that 
not only did minority grades 
not improve, they went down 
after desegregation, and even 
after several years there ap­ 
peared to be no change in 
minority achievement motiva­ 
tion. 
If it could be shown that bus­ 
ing achieves worthwhile goals 
for which it is designed, it 
might be worth all the turmoil. 
But when it results in precise­ 
ly the opposite effect and 
leaves minority children 
worse off than they were 
before, even in a city like 
Riverside which undertook its 
program voluntarily, how 
much longer can this scheme 
be defended? 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
What Nicaragua does 


WASHINGTON — Just about every na­ 
tion in real or apparent need has 
received an outpouring of economic and 
military aid from the United States. But 
all too often, the American taxpayers 
have offered handouts to hands that have 
been only to quick to pick their pockets. 
The United States has showered 
Nicaragua, for exam­ 
ple. with hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 
But not until we 
documented last year 
how Nicaragua's pot­ 
bellied potentate, 
Anastasia Somoza, has 
woud up with most of 
the economic benefits 
did Congress start to 
ask critical questions. 
We reported that 
Somoza even managed 
to make a profit off 
the 1972 earthquake that devastated his 
capital city of Managua. The Senate 
Foreign R ela tio n s C om m ittee, 
thereafter, dispatched two investigators 
to Nicaragua to determine what hap­ 
pened to the $100 million that the United 
States donated to help the earthquake 
victims. 
The investigators brought back enough 
distrubing information that Sens. Hubert 
Humphrey, D-Minn., and Clifford Case, 
R-N.J., have now asked the General Ac­ 
counting Office (GAO) to conduct a 
careful audit. Here are just a few of the 
facts that the two Foreign Relations 
Committee investigators uncovered: 
—The United States put up $3 million 
to help build an emergency housing 
project called Las Americas. The homes 
are hopelessly inadequate wooden 
duplexes resem b lin g o v ersized 
matchboxes. We have personally 
received a petition signed by 134 resi­ 
dents of Las Americas, asking us to in­ 
vestigate the substandard construction 
of their homes. 
-The Inter-American Development 
Bank may loan Nicaragua $24.4 million 
for the construction of a superhighway 
around the capital city The lion’s share 
of this longterm low-interest loan, about 
$16 million, would come out of the U.S. 
till. To no one’s particular surprise, the 
new highway would increase the value of 
Somoza’s personal property by millions 
of dollars 
—The Senate investigators have also 
raised questions about other loans to 
Nicaragua from international financial 
institutuions, which depend heavily upon 
U S contributions. 
On the House side, a foreign affairs 
subcommittee headed by Rep. Donald 
Fraser. D Minn., has been investigaging 
Somoza'* police state tactics If serious 
human rights violations are discovered, 
the law requires that U.S. military and 
economic aid must be cut off. 


Fraser’s inquiry brought a quick, quiet 
reaction from Managua. U.S. Ambas­ 
sador Jam es Theberge flew to 
Washington and met with Rep. Edward 
Koch, D-N Y.. a Somoza critic who could 
influence the attitude of Congress. To his 
knowledge, swore Theberge, there were 
io “systematic violations of human 
tights In Nicaragua.” 


The Big Banana himself also asked for 
a private meeting with Koch. The con­ 
gressman and the dictator met in New . 
York City’s Waldorf-Astoria, where 
Somoza had taken a penthouse suite. 
The Fraser investigation, complained 
Somoza, was inspired by persons engaged 
in an “international effort” to wreck 
U.S.-Nicaraguan relations. The dictator 
added ominously that Fidel Castro was 
supporting the insurgents who sought to 
depose him. 
Classified Pentagon intelligence, on 
the contrary, reveals that the guerrilla 
movement in Nicaragua is so in­ 
consequential that it can’t be taken 
seriously. 
Rep. Fraser, nevertheless, went ahead 
with hearings. But there was one hitch. 
His star anti-Somoza w itness, a 
couragious Nicaraguan newspaper 
publisher named Joaquin Chamorro, 
never appeared. Somoza had refused to 
let him leave the country. 
We have seen a portion of the 
testimony Chamorro would have given. 
On Feburary 11, he was dumped into a 
jail on libel charges brought by a Somoza 
flunky. He was prepared to testify that 
he had seen two hooded prisoners being 
led to a nearby cell. Thereafter, he heard 
“moans and screams and pleas ... I also 
heard loud crashes as if someone were 
being thrown against a metal door and a 
strainge sound similar to the cracking of 
a whip " 


Chamorro was later taken to the police 
barracks where he saw “a series of more 
than IS small cells, each about two and 
one-half square meters in size and each 
holding a man. All of the men were 
silent, in different positions, emaciated 
and seemingly out of touch with reality. 
In this well-lighted section, the scene 
resembled a collection of living dead 
men. each in his own tomb." 


To add credibility to his statement, the 
newspaper publisher swore out an affid­ 
avit before the archbishop of Managua, 
Monaignor Miguel Obando y Bravo. 


Footnote: We asked Nicaraguan Am­ 
bassador Guillermo Sevilla-Sacasa for a 
full explanation of why Chamorro 
wasn’t allowed to testify before the 
Fraser committee. “I don’t know why," 
he said. But he promised to find out. That 
was May 19. We are still waiting for the 
Ambassador’s response. 


MEDICARE MESS: Under the 
medicare program, most physicians’ 
fees are paid by the Federal Bureau of 
Health Insurance.

his 
autobiography “Why Not The Best?" 
Jimmy Carter writes of his admiration 
for Admiral Hyman Rickover whom he 
rates as an influence on his life second 
only to that of his parents. The title of 
the book comes from a question 
Rickover put to him when Carter was 
about to assume new 
responsibility in the 
d e v e lo p m e n t 
of 
nuclear propulsion for 
submarines, which 
Rickover had pushed 
against the resistance 
of traditional-minded 
admirals. 
With Rickover still 
on active duty at 76 
and as articulate and 
outspoken as ever, the 
Carter connection 
could prove important 
should the peanut farmer from Georgia 
become President. The spunky admiral’s 
latest crusade is directed at the cost 
overruns in shipbuilding contracts. . 
Just this month testifying on the Hill 
he said that the Defense Department’s 
proposal to settle shipbuilders’ claims 
could become “one of the biggest ripoffs 
in the history of the United States." 
Both Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld and Deputy Secretary William 
P. Clements Jr. recently stressed the 
need to settle the claims promptly 
without regard to merit. Earlier this 
year Rickover had testified: 
"Unfortunately contractors appear to 
• be submitting claims in amounts that are 
based on what they need to make their 
desired profit, regardless of their own 
mistakes or inefficiency, rather than 
that to which they are legally entitled." 
The Rickover charges are part of an 
extensive study by the Center For 
Defense Information on weapons cost 
overruns. The Center estimates the cost 
overruns for current systems at $55 
billion. The figures come in part from a 
report to Congress by the General Ac­ 
counting Office. 
The amounts are so stupendous as to 
be almost beyond imagination. The total 
baseline cost estimate, normally used 
prior to making full production deci­ 
sions, was $121 billion. The current es­ 
timate for these major systems is $176 
billion, a growth of just under $55 billion. 
Despite the fantastic rise in costs, only 
a small part of it attributable to infla­ 
tion, the Ford administration is ordering 
production go-aheads. The stellar exam­ 
ple is the B-l bomber which the Presi­ 
dent himself ordered into production 
even though the new plane is still in the 
research and development phase The 
cost of the bomber has risen 84 per cent 
above the baseline estimates of 1980 
while performance requirements have 
been lowered, according to the Defense 
Center. 
Competitive bidding is virtually nonex­ 
istent as the major defense firms share 
out the contract plums. Here again 
Rickover * testimony of two years ago is 
pertinent: 


“About 88 per cent of the defense con­ 
tract dollars today are placed under 
other than truly price competitive situa­ 
tions. Design competition, or the so- 
called competitive negotiated contracts, 
are not really price competitive. 
“Further, it is generally the same con­ 
tractors who do defense business year 
after year. It Is about as hard for new 
defense contractors to enter the business 
as it is for new firms to enter the 
automobile industry. The investment is 
so large that many contractors prac­ 
tically become appendages to the 
government which the government has 
to support.’’ 
It was Ernest Fitzgerald, a civilian 
employe of the Air Force, who first blew 
the whistle on the staggering overrun 
costs. He took as the most conspicuous 
example the C-5A plane which had ad­ 
vanced in cost from an initial $3.4 billion 
to $5.3 billion by 1968. Congressional in­ 
vestigation showed that thousands of 
parts had been left off supposedly com­ 
pleted C-5As and the plane was 
notoriously inefficient. 


ROVin' Around with R.O.V. 


In striking testimony before a Senate 
hearing Fitzgerald said that in effect the 
big defense contractors had become part 
of government. They were akin to the 
state corporations Mussolini had created 
in Italy, combining the worst features of 
private monopoly and government 
bureaucracy. 
In his autobiography. Carter describes 
how Rickover asked him about his 
standing in his class at Annapolis. He 
swelled his chest with pride as he replied 
that he had been 59th in a class of 820. 
Rickover was nc* impressed, following 
up with the question, “Did you do your 
best." Tense with his desire to make the 
best possible impression, the young 
naval officer finally gulped and said. 
“No, I didn’t always do my best.” As he 
turned away, Rickover asked "Why 
not?" and, describing himself as white 
and shaken. Carter left the room. 
Such a close and hero-worshipping con­ 
nection should mean a lot if Carter 
becomes President. He will surely turn 
to the crusty admiral for counsel on his 
dealings with the military. 


Success despite the singer

Lompoc 
Firefighters Union’s 
big free fireworks 
show a few penalties, 
spoiling the effect of 
some of the loftier 
rockets. 
In all, however, it was a tremendous 
show and the firefighters are to be con­ 
gratulated for their efforts in putting 
together the bicentennial edition of the 
annual pyrotechnics display. 


To answer several inquiries, yes, I was 
the guy who sang “The Star Spangled 
Banner" at the opening of the show. I 
think it was a successful program 
anyway. 
Ed Casarez, president of the 
firefighters union, had a few anxious mo­ 
ments during the event. For one thing he 
thought he had lost me in the crowd, and 
for another Mayor Gene Stevens was a 
few moments late getting into the center 
arena. 
Fortunately, a technical difficulty (no 
relation to the rock band of the same 


name that performed before the 
fireworks and during the intermission) 
held up the start of the program.

The delay in getting this difficulty 
straightened out was just enough time 
for Mayor Gene to arrive and start the 
program with his remarks. 
To answer another question, yes, it 
was planned to have the rocket go off and 
send out the red streamers and sub­ 
sequent explosion during that part of the 
National Anthem that says, "And the 
rockets’ red glare, the bombs bursting in 
air..." 
I certainly am glad that Casarez told 
me in advance that this was going to take 
place. I think I would have eaten the 
microphone had it come as a surprise.

Several weeks have elapsed since the 
U.S. Geological Survey of the Depart­ 
ment of the Interior published its Ground 
Water Resources of the Lompoc Area, 
and still no word on the significance of 
the findings. 
The official City of Lompoc had 
sought the report for years as one of the 
key ingredients in 
planning for the 
future. Without some 
clear indication of the 
quality of water below 
ground, without vital 
confirmation of the ex­ 
tent of the supply and 
som e r e a ss u r in g 
d e ta ils 
of 
the 
hydrological 
character of the un­ 
derground, calcula­ 
tions of future needs 
would be hazardous at 
best. 
The Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vations District Board of Directors had 
sought the report for a number of 
reasons, calculation of future needs for 
one, but also because the report and its 
anticipated “salt balance” findings was 
the key to a number of questions. In 
respect to the latter for example, one of 
the bones of contention in consideration 
of the defunct Lompoc Project — captur­ 
ing water at the Narrows, southeast of 
Lompoc on the Santa Ynez River and the 
incorporation of that supply into 
municipal and industrial supplies — was 
how much of the project’s 16,000 acre 
feet of projected annual safe yield must 
be released to maintain the quality of the 
underground supply? 
For as many years as this reporter can 
remember, there has been talk about the 
poor quality of water under the Lompoc 
area. The water tastes poorly despite 
adequate assurances that it is perfectly 
good water. 
There has been undeniable evidence, 
however, that as the supply declines, the 
quality declines. In the report, California 
Drought—1976, published in May by the 
Water Resources Agency, there is this 
statement: “Lompoc area expects an 
adverse trend in its normally poor water 
quality (TDS, Total Dissolved Solids), if 
the dry period continues.” 
The* bottom line to all this kind of 
thought is that the quality of the water 
could be improved by injecting water of 
better quality into the underground. 
If you would have to use 2,000 acre feet 
or more of the Lompoc project yield to 
satisfy the underground salt balancing 
needs, the project would look even more 
unfeasible than it finally did when it was 
shelved a few years ago. 
Whether the report just published by 
the USGS — Ground Water Resources — 
will answer some of these vital concerns 
is unknown at this time There is the 
suspicion that the long awaited report is 
not going to do more than echo the 
findings of other reports. It will be up to 
the experts to tell us for sure. Two of 
those experts, engineer Thomas M. 
Stetson and legal counsel Stahley C. 
Hatch, mentioned the report in passing, 
at a meeting of the SYRWCD a week 
ago. The two had not had a chance to 
study the report, hut their gut level reac­ 
tion was that the report had far too little 
content on salt balance, far less ap­ 
parently than anticipated, or hoped for. 
Despite this trace of pessimism, the 
report is sure to be a factor in decisions 
that have to be made soon on calcula­ 
tions of future water needs. The report 
talks about declining water tables, 
deteriorating water quality and other 
factors that sound compelling if not 
ominous. 
Maybe out of all this, the experts can 
distill what they need to guide us into the 
future.
